One reason why he liked 
the simple bago worn.by Ibe order was,it belied 
to strengthen ibeir principles: when once 
an opeo profession was made, they did not like 
to back out. We all see every day the effect, 
sir, of indulging in intoxicating drinks.— and 
the reports of our prison houses and jails af- 
ford additional, evidences lo the already pain- 
ful category of crime. • A. few years ago, 

when temperance people maintained that oi';« 
third or one half of the crimes committed 
were traceable to the immoderate use' of in- 
toxicating liquors, (hey were set dowu as 
fanatics; bul the day has come when even the 
Jud^e on the I3ench admits thai nine-tenths 
were indirectly or directly traceable to indulg- 
ing in intoxicating beverages.* The Judg* 
at the opening of the Assize Cottrt for these 
Counties, although not a temperance man, de- 
plored tbe evils of intemperance, and attribut- 
ed " its origin to tho sinful nature of thb* hu- 
man heart," — aud a'so frankly admit 
" that.a. very large proportion of the cam 
inal cases on trial were directly traceable 
to the use of spiriluous liquors. And it was 
ascertained, at the conclusion of the Assises, 
that every case brought before the Grand Jury 
—in which true bills were fouiid — were trace- 
able to intoxication. These were painful 
facts f.but he was happy to say the list, as a 
whole, was very much diminished. (Hear, 
Hear.) The speaker then, referred to the 
case of murder which occurred a abort line 
ago uear tbe King Station ; and the. perpetra- 
tor was Sentenced to PeoUetitiary for Two 
year*. It appears, both the man and his wife 
were intoxicated when the deed was commit- 
ed. *Mr. Ilarlinan then said, while contemplat- 
ing such scenes, he often wished he had the 
language and power to arousa Ibe eucrgies of 
the people on Ibis subject. We see around 
us our friends and relatives, one after another, 
dragged down to a state of degradation, all 
through the effect of a practice that bad no 
one redeeming quality, tie was happy lb sec 
such a noble band of young people determined 
to lead a temperate life, and be also felt happy 
in the re Section, 'that the next generation 
would see i change for the better, iu ibis good 
cause. — (Cheers.) While sitting here this 
eveningtreininisencesof the paat bad been called 
to his recollection ; many who set out in life 
wi'li the chairman, himself and others he 
could sec in tbe assembly, had been suddenly 
called from the scenes of Ibis world, through 
tbe t inebriating cup ; others, witb_ equally fair 
prospects with biro, were reduced to a stale 
of beggary. What safely have we, lhen» in 
a community, where liquors are aold 1 Our 
families and friends are continually exposed ; 
and we ought to use every exertion lo suppress 
the Ira flic. Had we a prohibitory Liquor 
Law, the anxiety of parents, to a great ex- 
tent, would bt relieved. (Hear, hear.) The 
speaker then' suggested some useful hints lo the 
members of the Section, showing how they 
might win over members who had grown cold 
or fallen off; and concluded amid loud ap- 
plause by urging them to be faithful to the 
cau-e they had espoused. 

The Chairman then said, the doors of the 
Division Room were always open to receive 
new members ; and the doors of the Section 
were open to receive new cadets. - lie would, 
also, say the Newmarket Juvenile Temper- 
ance Association numbered about CO, — and 
ihey were'Veady to leceive additions thereto. 
In' reference lo a remark made by his good 
friend (Mrv ilarlmau) about individuals who 
had started in life wilh them, he could recollect 
young men who, at that lime, bought farms 
and cleared them up ; but not making money 
as fast as ihey wanted to, bid afterwards 
went to tavern-keeping. Those parties, in 
the end, swallowed their farms, houses, callle, 
h'necs, stumps.and all. 

Hev, Mr. Baker.— They must have had 
largo throats.— Iloais of laughter. 

The chairman continued;— Yes, ihey had; 
and to add to the painful lUt, some had even 
been brought to tho gallows. These "ere re* 
mimisces in his own recollection. He also 
recollected when tho first temperance 
society was established in Ibis part of the 
country, when ihey were obliged to apply to 
Magistrates for protection, A great change, 
however, had been wrought ; mid we could 
now see ministers of various denominations mid 
persons of various political opinions, as Ids 
good friend Mr. Harlman observed, uniting 
upon one platform, to promotu this cause. — 
(Hear, hear.) The Chairman then called up. 
on Elder Willson, lo address the meeting. 

Elder Wilson, on rising stated he only won- 
ted to relate one little instance that came un- 
der his notice n short lime since', While travel- 
ling in the west, of the power Alcohol obtains 
over its victims. An individual well Known 
in this community, who some lime since remov- 
ed from this locality in order lo get away from 
old associations went to Georgetown. For 
a while ho mastered bis passion ; but at length 
gave way, which resulted in e aeparation be- 
tween bun and his wife. This caused him 
to again give it up ; bis wife, again received 
kirn. He- again gavo way— his wife again left 
him. Ho -ihereftro found, to lire where li- 
quors were sold and. lead a temperate lifo 
would be impossible,— tad "then resolved to
